Kany People Slll«d and Injnrsd — Huusps 
llfteil From ihK Ornnud— Great Iiois of 
Live Htock and Property. 

Watertown, S. Dak. , June 2. —This after- 
noon a small, dork, funnel-shaped clond 
suddenly appeared from the smith and soon 
developed into a cyclone. The rour which 
accompaniud it was like that of u huge fire, 
snapping and ciuokling in its onward course 
eveiyiliing that came in its path.

Lo.VDON, Juno 3. — In view of tho proba- 
ble withilrawal of the Kiocs of Wales from 
the scene, interest in the hacoaratlibel trial 
seemed to flag to-day, the play promising to 
resemble Hamlet, wich Humlet left out. 
Within the court loom the spectators were 
nearly the same, but outside the ofush was 
dimiuishcd. The dresses of the ladies were 
more sombre, which fact many regard as a 
bad omen for the plaintiff.

Aldkrman Renouk said that tho sum oi 
$500 hud been voted by tho Council foi 
music in the park, therefore lie moved lo 
leave the whole matter to the Park com- 
mittee. 

Aldbbuan Smith said that he was sur- 
prised afe:i thia disoutaion. An amount had 
oeen voted for moiio in the park, and now 



the Park committee refused to pay the bill 
for two concerts. In England bands were 
subsidized for Sabbath concerts, museums 
were opened for the benefit of the working 
classes, who bad no other day to devote to 
such study and recreation, and bo did not 
Bee why Victoria should be behind on this 
matter.

The Owner of the Yacht Halcyoa 
Gives a Brief Outline of Her 
Last Ocean Crniae. 



She Cleared in Ballast, and Arrived 
lu Ballast "—A Chapter 
) s ' - • of Accidents. 



In her old, out-of-tho-way nook ia the 
upper harbor, close lo Point Ellice bridge, 
the now celebrated yucht Halcyon is once 
niore lying at anchor, guurded and manned 
only by a solitary watchman and his dog. 
As she swings slowly round with eacli cbb- 

'^•intt or flawing tide, she boks the most 
innocent craft afloat, and an uninitiated 
landsman would laugh merrily ut the very 
idea of her performing half the daring runs 
that are laid to her credit. A s&ilor would 
be inclined to be less skeptical, if he was 
not entirely absorbed In admiration of the 
trim little craft that is every inch a sailer. 
She ia not very large, only about seventy- 
five tons, and she looks much smaller than 
she really ia, owing to lier deep draught, 
but she ia always in racing oonJition. 
There is not one foot of apico on deck, or 
one foot of rigging aloft, that can bo spared. 
Just now, after compleliiig a year's sea 
voyage, rough enough to send many 
a ship of far heavier timber to the bottom, 
she looks as handsome and trim as the 
yacht should be that bears the honor of 
being the lleetest bird of this I'acilic and the 
staunchest sailor of her size ailoat. 

To tl\e busy news-gatherer who eyes the 
iloating beauty, the first tliought that pre- 
sents iiself is "If she could only tell all she 
knows." But she can't; and so the Ameri- 
can laborers with pencil and paper, who 
have come from across the Sound, to write 

(tup. the Halcyon, have gone home again, 
y^foreed to depend upon guess-work to fill 
•pace, for every man on the Halcyon be- 
comes an oyster when lier business is men- 
tioned. 

Next to the schooner herself, her owner, 
Mr. W. A. Whaley, of San Francisco, 
knows more of her movements than any one 
elae, and from him a Colonist man obtain- 
ed, yesterday, the first and only account of 
the schooner's last trip, that has been given 
to the press by anyone connected with 
her. 

About one year ago, the Halcyou sailed 
for Japan one bright morning, on business 
all her own, with a picked crew of six men 
aboard. She had a. rough but not very 
eventful trip, which necessitated her refit- 
ting in the land of the Mikado before she 
passed on to Hong Kong. There, aho cre- 
ated a more than nine days' wonder, for 
everyone wanted to see the yacht that bore 
the honors of the champion of the Pacific. 
Public curiosity waa fully satisfied, for all 
visitors were made welcome while the yacht 
occupied the Hong Kong dock, receiving 
fresh paint and the slight improvements 
found necessary to improve her speed. 
From Hong Kong she cleared for Victoria 
direct, and sailed, under a light and pleasant 
wind, eorly in August On the 14th, a gale 
set in, before which the schooner ran under 
^ ligho sail, making a run of 229 miles in 21 
^ hours. 'This gale dying away, gave birth to 
a second, on the 22nd, a living typhoon, 
with a tremendous sea and occasional bursts 
of rain, before which the Halcyon ran under 
double reefed mainsail and reefed staysail. 
Being bound in between the islands, 
she was liaally unable to tack, 
and the strong current catching her, 
she was driven ashore on the sand beach, 
near Bouse, in a wild and uninhabited part 
of the Japanese coast, some two miles from 
Suesaki. As soon as shq struck, the sea 
''^washed over her, fore and aft, breaking in- 
k'l^to the cabin, currying awiiy all its contents 
'i:^xinoludiDg the schooner's papers, and filling 
>'f)the cabin and hold. When the schooner 
"'liwent oil, one' of her crew jumped, and after 
a short straggle with the waves, reached 
l.^" shore safely, being carried on the crest of a 
breakeri The rest of the men, with the 
captain, declared they would stand by the 
ship until the last plank parted. The 
schooner rolled and pounded on the sand 
until morning, when, thu water ebbing back, 
the remainder of the crew landed aafely, 
with less risk than their companion had 
taken. 

Mr. Whal' y left Hoog Kong shortly after 
the schooner, on his way home to San Fran- 
O CO, and was infoimed of her wreck as 
soon as he reached Japan, He at once ro- 
>^ portiid the facts to the American Minister, 
who went to tlie wreck. After an inspec- 
tion, it was decided to invite tenders for the 
work of fluating and repairing the boat in a 
given time. This course was followed and a 
contract was let, upon which the contractor, 
however, Inst money, as the 
schooner could not be a^ain float- 
ed where she went ashore, the bold 

'.tmgged coast line beingthe reverseof suitable 
for a launch. It was therefore neocssary to 
build a huge cradle, in which the schooner 

y-was transported safely, and without strain 

' ing a timber, to a little cove three miles 
away, where she waa again slid into deep 

*f water. 

During the overland trip of the yacht, and 
-vnwhile bet repaira were in progress, the crew 
■ -^camped for three Biontha on the beach, 
'^moving their tent OS the seliooner nioTcd, 
Tho white men 'were objects of the greatest 
curiosity to the natives, wlio had never seen 
any but their own race before, and wlio 
gathered in thousands each day to guze in 
open-mouthed wonder at the strange crea- 
tures from over the water, ;ind also to steal, 
every time an fipportnnily piescntcd itaidf. 
Through Mini.ster Swift, now dead, the 
schooner was p'aced undLT the protection of 
the ijapanesc Ooveiiiii.ent as soon as slie 
went ashore, and native oflicer.s were pro- 
vided by tho authorities, though paid by 
^ >lr. Whaley. to yuai (1 her day and night. 
Tho spot where tho Halcyon strucli was 
almost upon the l)ouudary line, beUyten 
two .Japani;bc diatriots, uti(l thu natives or 
coolies of euch, wei c, of course, keenly 
anxious to see wliicli way she w.is to bo 
moved. If she went one way, the coolies 
of tlio one district could not work in h, r ; 
if she went the other way, the natives of 
the other district were in the same fix. 
WluMi lici- course was determined, the 
disappointed ones took what 8ati«faction 
they could by swarming over tho ship iu 
fi; tha night, cutting and carrying away the 
' , sails, stealing tho genr, and helping thom- 
selvos to all else that was portable. All 
utteinpls to proteut llu ir charge on the 
purt of tho guards wi-re futile, as the pirati- 
cal natives came out in hundreds. For this 
outrage ami Iksh, a claim has been preseutcil 
to the ilapanese government, which, no 
doubt, will ho honorably a.atled. 

The Halcyon sailed for Victoria, <luplicato 
papers having arrived from Hong Kong in 
i.''el)rnary, and after a good run, in rough 
weather, put into Barclay Sound for wood 
and water and slight repairs, on March liO. 
On tho whole cruise, tlie captain, iiiate and 
three of the crew stuck to tho boat through 
^ thick and thin, the mate, d. Harvey, 
especially showing hiiubclf a bravo uml 
faithful ollioor. VVhile the captain filled a 
aick bed fnr two months iu Yokohama, the 
mate asanmod all his rcsponsibilitiei in a

[One of the Halcyon's crew, now dis- 
charged, volunteers tho information that, 
before the yacht entei:ed .Barclay >; Sound, 
she spent several days o£F the California 
coast, and while there touched sides with a 
schooner called the Fearnaught, to which 
300 ginger jars were carefully transferred. 
The Fearnaught, it will be remembered,wa8 
tho schooner that put out of San Diego to 
" capture " tho Halcyon. If the story told 
here is true, her method of " capturing " is 
decidedly original, and might not bo exact- 
ly enjoyed by the authorities who believed 
so implicitly in her zeal to intercept a smug, 
gler.] . 

NANAIMO COURT OF ASSIZE.

VlOTOniA SEALERS. 

, Our able contemporary, the Ore^jonian, is 
^clearljr misinformed as to the state of pub 
lie opinion in British Columbia, relative to 

the proposed close .season in Behrtng's Sea, 
It 8ay.s: , 

" liritisli Columbia is naturally angry at 
the proposal of tho British Governiiieut, to 
prohibit British aubjcets from catcliin] 



seals in Bchring'a Sea, during a proposeii 
close season ; but, it will do British Colum 
bia no more Kood to bo angry ilian it did 
Newfoundland. . , . Tlic people of 
British Columbia naturally fed that a clott^ 
season would interfere with the piosperiiy 
of one of their important industries, but 
this fact is regarded of no more consc 
queuco, by tlio Mother Country, than the 
iucb that the enforcement oif England' 
treaties with Franco costs Newfoundland 
dear." 

In the first place, there is a wide differ 
ence between the cas» of British Columbia 

and that of Newf Dundlnnd. Great Britain 
IB under no obligation to aid in tlio protee 
tion of seal life in Behring's Si a. .She 
under obligations, the most bind in 
tinue to tho Y tench nation, the privileges on 
the coast of Newfoundland, granted by 
treaty. If Great Britain joins the United 
-States, in establishing and maintaining u 
close season in Behring's Sea, it will be 
purely as a matter of state policy, and for 
the bonetit <if Britifh subjects lis well as of 
Ainericiin citizens. Our Portland contem- 
porary must see that', in iAviting thOiOO- 
operaticn of ^ reat ' Britain to' preserve 
the seals from extermination, tho Unjtcd 
States virtually renounces her claim to ex- 
clu.sive jurisdiction over the waters of that 
sea. It is an acknowledgment that xiritish 
eubjects have an interest in tho preservation 
of thp a^iKli. . . ' r 

British Cqlam1>ianB see this clearly, and 
thoy 'are.tliiireft^re not angry at the prospect' 
of a close season being established. What 
they deprecate ia that the close season 
should bo established this year, ufter they 
have made all their preparations for tho 
sealing voyac;e, and after their ships have 
been sent to sea. This, they say, and with 
truth, is an injusUoe to tbem. If tbeMother 



Country had determined to prohibit seal 
hunting in Behring's Sea she should, i;hey 
contend, have fiivcn tkein timely notice. 
Tho authorities here knew that the prepara- 
tions for sealing were RoLng on, and they 
were quite aware of their extent. If those 
engaged in the industry had beea told that 
they would not be permitted' to' enter Beh- 
ring's Sea this year for the purpose of seal 
bunting, they would have given heed to the 
intimation, and have invested their money 
in some other busiuesa. As it is, it tho Ivtw 
18 put iu force, they will loss not only the 
money that has been expended in prepara- 
ti-'n, but their' whole summer's work. It is, 
therefore, not sui^rising that, they protest 
against being treated in this arbitrary and 
unjust way. Th«y have, we are satisfied, 
the sympathy of Canadians in all parts of 
the Dotniniou, and of their fellow subjects 
at home, who have a knowledge of the facts 
and understand the position in which they 
are placed. Tho Dominion Government will 
not, we are quite sure, fail to represent the 
case of the British Colambia sealers 
to the Home Governinent fully and forcibly, 
and we find it difliuult to imagine that those 
representations will not'liave the effect of 
preventing injustice being done. 

With regard to a close se.ison, per 
British Columbian sealers are not only not 
opposed to it, but arc strongly in favor of 
its being established. They would go even 
further than appears to be contemplated by 
the law now before Parliament, They 
would extend the close season far beyond 
Behring's Sea. They would like to see a 
stop put to what is called pelagic sealing in 
the early spring, when the female seals, big 
with young, are making their way along the 
coast to tliu breeding ground iu Behring's 
Sea. Some of the intelligent ship-owners, 
to whom the writer has spoken, would like 
to see the breeding islands protected by a 
belt twenty or thirty miles wide, inside 
which sealers of any nation should not be 
Lllowed to hunt. This area would be a suf- 
ficient feeding ground for tho mother seals 
while the young were not able to take care 
of themselves. 

British sealers, of course, desire that the 
close season should be determined upon by 
persons well acqmiintcd, not only with the 
haliits of the si-als, but with the clinuitic 
oonditious of the region which the seals 
f req^uent. It will lie very easy, indeed, for 
men who do not understand the conditions 
under which scaling can be carried on to 
make tbe cloiio season such that none but 
the hunters of the American Coinpai y 
can kill seals in liehriiig'a Sea. 
Efforts will, no doubt, be made 
to make the close season not 
what its nanie is known to in- 
dicate, but a _ prohibitory season whose 
length shall bo twelve months in every year. 
If those whose duty it ia to protect Bj Irish 
interest are not well informed and "igilaiit, 
tiiey can easily concede to the United Stat-s 
all that its government have been contend- 
ing for during the post six 'or seven years, 
namely, absolute control of the seal fishery 
in Behring's Sea. Let the Anriericans get 
the close seiL3 )n they will be pretty sure to 
suggest and contend for, and llu'y will ob- 
tain what thi-y have failed to secure by all 
these yeirs of negotiation. British Colum- 
tdan sealers fear this. Indeed, some of them 
are aire idy predicting that this will be the 
result of the present ii,ovement for a close 
I. But let ihc cloHe seiuon be a fair 
one, and let them, while the open season 
lasts, have an un(|ueitioned right to hunt 
tlic seal on the high teiis of tlmt part of the 
l^acitic Ocean, and they will not only cheer- 
fully acquiesce in its establishniont, but 
mikke some sacriSce to obtain it. British 
Columhians have no wish to kill tho goose 
that lays the golden eggs. 

The Oregonian taunts British Columbians 
itb having to submit to "this kind of 
humiliation and interference," wliieh "will 
always be in III eted at the imperial will of 
England." The people of this Province 
fully understand the duty tlicy owe to the 
F^nipire. They know Great Britain as a 
considerale, anil even an indulgent, 
mother, and they think it no more a "hu- 
niliation" to do their part in carrying out 
her foreign policy, than does the State of 
Oregon in subn.itting to what thePederal 
Government of tho United States decrees is 
for the general good.

A I^EW CONSTITUTION. . ; 

Sir Charles Dilke contributes on article to 
the Juno numlior of the Forum on "Tlio 
Conunonwealth of Australia. " The article, 
us is every thing which Sir Charles writes 
on political subjects, is interesting. Natur- 
ally, when commenting on the oonstitution 
of the new federation, he institutes com- 
parisons between it and that of the Dominion 
of Canada. We gather from what we have 
read that, on the whole, Sir Charles prefers 
the Dominion constitution. The States .of 
the Commonwealth ore too loosely connected 
to please the English statesmen. On this 
part of his subject, the author of Greater 
Britidn says : 

" The constitution of the Australian 
commonwealth, us provisionally adopted, 
does not nuiko Australia one great state 
such as tbe Canadian Dominion, but, subject 
to tho consent of the Parliaments of the 
various colonies, creates a series of federal 
statelets more or less Uosely at- 
tached ko •ne another. It may 
have been a necessity of tho condition of 
affairs existing in Aineriwi, after the revolu- 
tionary war, that the least populous State 
should have been given equal representation 
in the Senate with tho most powerful. They 
all alike were sovereign ; hut it seems un- 
fortunate that iu a brand new Senate, in 
Australia, where, within the lifetime of liv- 
ing men, there was but one colony, there 
should be such semi-sovereign rights con- 
ceded, contrary to the principle of popula- 
tion, to Tasmania and Western Australia. 
However, practical politicians are always in 
'the position of making tbe best of tbingsund 
aoo> pting conditions as they And them, and 
as Australian federation cannot be brought 
about without the consent of the smaller 
colonies, it bos been doul tleas necessary to 
buy that consent by political concessions."

THK MVNIPUR .U.\SSA' RE. 

Ilorilbe retails of ibe Wliole(ai>> Butihery 
of the i't.or Cap ty,;«— A StaoeUng 
AKair. 

The massacre at Manipur, the full details 
of which are now ut hand, is assuming 
greater importance as the day for its dis- 
cussion in parli inient draws nigh. All Eng- 
hind is appaled at it. Labouchere and his 
Ridical followers hope to use the damagini! 
fuels as a lever, to force the resignation of 
Loi d Lansdowne, the governor-gi neral of 
India. There appears to bu uo doubt that 
Commissioner Svyintop.was acting by the 
viceroy's instructions in attempting lo cip- 
turc the .i napntty treacherously, as he 
c line out of t'lo dupbagor connoil. and that 
it was only when -'the Manipliri chief 
saw the clearest evidence of tui 
tliat h'T hmi.^clf resorted to » similar 
cmu se of dcc.:it, to get hold of the British 
oliicers. 'I'lie troups had not ex- 
pected trouble and had but forty 
loiinils of animiiiiition. After tho 
ligluing had continued for some lime, a 
messenner caine from tho palace, saying 
that the Senttpiitty wished to meet and con- 
fer wiili the commissioner in the thorough- 
fare, lialf wiiy lietween the ])alacc gale and 
the rfsidency gate. The English s.wthit 
their condition was deaperale; that nma- 
sacre stared them in the face. There was 
one wonian in the par'y, Mrs. (Jnmwood, 
wife of the political agent. T\\': fate of 
women in Indian war is known. The com- 
missioner decided to go unarmed and par- 
ley with the Senaputty. Accordingly, at S 
o'clock, Mr. Qiiinlon, Mr. (Jrinuvn-d, W. 
N Cossiiis, secretary to Mr. Quinton, Col. 
Skene and Lieut. .Simpson Itft tho 
residency gate. All live were unarmcil, 
having laid aside both their swords and 
their pistols. It was a bright moonlight 
night, and the anxious English ofiiccra aud 
their Ghoorka' followers, looking oy^r the 
wall of the rcsidency^'Saw them KO down to 
tlic main gate' , of I'the wall around 
the pi^lace. j S^yeriUA' Manipuiris ;' faiet 
them..' Tbere^ ^asw-a short parley, 
and then tho five Englishmen en- 
tered the gate and disappeared from view. 

.SLOWI.V IIACICHD TO DEATH. 

The story of what then happened came 
several days afterward fiom a native. The 
senaputty und the regent received tho fiTo 
Englishmen. The senaputty and the oom- 
iiiissionor then wcill;!;(l,apa('t,' talking eiirn- 
estly. After a fbw'mibutes the senaputty 
called the regent, and there was more cnrn- 
e8t;tall(.; ' .Theti the 8f;iaputly drew himself 
¥p and' called out' "^oititiund in a loud, 
angry voice. At nhcK If^Varm of Manipuris 
fell upon the five Europeans and bound 



them hand and foot. Tho five fought 
desperately to avoid tho horrible death they 
knew awaited them. But it was a useless 
tight of bare hands against anus. They 
were overpowered tind bound. The Mani- 
pur executioners ware^lled and stood with 
drawn swords near thfrifcvo men standing 
bound. Tho Manipur soldiers stood about 
glaring at the hated -Europeans. Tho tall 
form of the sen iputty Was seein in the full 
moonlight. Bis arms were folded and 
his face showed all the .malignant 
brutality of his character.' :The moon 
was so bright that ' .every' move.; 
ment could be seen. He. gave '.the word^ 
and the blades swept in a senii-oirole down- 
ward. -They oat tiirough the bones of the 
ankles, and the five Europeans fell to tho 
ground footless, Agoin the signal, and tho 
reddened blades had cut oil the bound 
hands, so that the bleeding stumps fell free 
ut the sides. Tho third signal, and the five 
heads were severotl from tho body. One 
or two of the Englishmen were uuconscious, 
but the native who told it said ho saw one 
of thesaliibs watch tl;- blado descending to 
sever his head from th '~ody. The sena- 
putty kicked one of the . .'dies and then 
ordered the servants to take them away. 
They were cut into pieces and thrown into 
tlic incloauie where the royal keuticU are, 
and the fierce dogs ale them. When the 
execution was accomplished, a great about 
went up from tlie 1,000 Manipur soldiers 
who wero watching. It was heard at the 
resideucy, but was not understood. The 
facts were learned later. 

MRS. QRIUWOOD's LAST OABTBIDOI. 
The remnant of the Ghoorka troops, with 
a few British officers and Mrs. Grimwood, 
succeeded in a retreat at Gheraghat, but of 
400 who atarted on the expedition only 100 
re timed. The story of Mrs. Griniwood'a 
escape reads like a chapter from the history 
of the great Sepoy rebellion. She had on 
only a pair of house shoes when she started, 
and they gave out in a day or two by con- 
tact with the jugged stones. They hud to 
tight almost every foot of the way, smd ut 
length met a company of Ghoorkas sent to 
their relief. The Manipuris use tlie English 
bugle calls, aud as it was night time the 
English officers could not tell whether the 
relisf party were Manipuris orGhoorkhus in 
the British seryice. Tho commanding offi- 
cer said to Mrs. Grimwood : " I have only 
two cartridges left, it they are enemies, and 
one of them is for yon. Their food sup- 
plies had also given out, and they were in a 
moat deplorable conditiopy.

TO AND FBOM AUSTRALIA. 

Mr. Angus K. Jolinstou Visits the 
Antipodes, and Uotiirus Uiglily 
Pleased With Ills Yisife tS; 



His Views of Miitters As He Saw 
Tlieni— Australia tlie Working 
Uau'8 Paradise- 
Mr. Johnston, Into of tlio firm of Irving & 
Johnaton, real estate agents, liaa just re- 
tBrnog5|Mth^U8 niece, Misa McQueen, ufter 
■pending three months in Victoria. New 
South Wales, Soutli Australia, New Zea- 
land and the Sandwich Islrtiidj. He wui, 
yesterday, waited on by our representative 
at bis residence, iFort street, where the 
reporter was introduced to Miss McQueen, 
•nd Mr. Wiltshire, formerly a member of 
the 'Ne# South Wales Legislature, vrho 
camo out with the other members of the 
party on the 8. a. Alameda. From the 
travellers it was learned that they had con- 
cluded that the Australasian colonies were 
among the richest countries in the world, 
and were occupied by a highly enterprising 
and prosperous people. They were second 
to no other territories, wbetlier in niin«r.Til 
'.OT -agrioultural wealth, and, but for their 
''diat*nce from tlie great centres of white 
population, would have been far 
more numerously inhabited and bet- 
ter developed than they now were. 
At tiiiiKM one heard the cry raised 
against the Australasian colonies tliat their 
national indebtedness was very heavy ; but 
they stood in the first rank on tlie world's 
money markets. Their securities, some of 
them bearing as low a rate of interest as 
three and a half percent., commanded a high 
figure, and th.it because of the substantial 
aoourity they offered. The public debt in 
all the seutioos of Australasia had been ex- 
pended in railways, public works, telegraph 
lines and irrigation operations, the boring 
of artesian wells and the carrying out of 
many of the works whidTfiaaally devolved 
upon the municipal authorities. Indeed, 
the actual security upon which the funds 
bad been raised could be sold for many 
times more than the amount borrowed. The 
railways were all of the most substantial 
char'icter. They had beeu built to hist, aud 
it Wrts said that, but for unforseen acci- 
dents, they were good for fifty years, with 
but trifling reparations. The railroads and 
highways compared most favorably with 
those of Great Britain. The latter were 
well niacad.imizf d. 

The revenue of New South Wales was 
about nine millions, with an outlay ap- 
proaching that figure. The New South 
Wales railway system — and to this special 
attention was paid in the conversation, 
though all were c.>:cellent— had cost about 
thirty-si.x millions, and the main lines of 
four of the provinces had been so joined 
that, by an uninterrupted track of between 
3,000 and 4,000 miles, tlie provincial capi- 
tals — Sydney, ]5riabano, Melbourne and 
Adelaide — were connected. As regarded 
climate^ it was most varied, and within u 
^Very ahort distance all kinds of it could be 
obtained. The amount of wealth was far 
greater per head in all the Australian col- 
onies than m Canada, and the conditions of 
life for the laboring classes were better 
than obtained in Canada and America. Aus- 
tralia was, iu fact, the workihgnlan's para- 
dise, the eight-hour system of labor pre- 
vailed and the position of the workingman 
was, generally recognized. The ordinary la- 
borer' earned eight shillings a day and the 
different classes of mechanics up to.as high 
as sixteen shillings; the coal miner securing 
three shillings aud eight pence to four' and 
two ..'pence, per ton for getting; out coal. 
4'<Attj>$r((lia-:lwaa^ posaiblsr ■ , scarcely - as well 
aiiited lo'tbe small cajpitalist as was the 
American continent. Large quantities of 
land were, it was true, as in many other 
countries, owned and held by monetary and 
other institutions, which tended to give it a 
comparatively high value. 

In some of the provinces a system of fiscal 
protection prevailod, but in others a tariff 
was levied for the purpose of revenue only 
This latter had been found to be advan- 
tageous because of the natural conditions of 
the couutry. Australia, as a rule, had 
be supplied witli niarufnctured goods and 
muny other supplies from tlie outside, 
Australia had no canal sy.sleni. It had only 
one river, the Murray, which was worth 
speaking of. It was one of the longest in 
theworld. It rose in Queensland and emptied 
in New South Wales. In Australia there 
were a number of working men members of 
Parliament. The Chinese were not al- 
lowed in the country, except under a tax 
of £1(X) per head. They were not much 
employed in the towns, but there were 
quantities of them iu the interior. Many 
of. them adopted the European costume, 
(Mr. Wiltshire, remarking upon the singu- 
lar fact of their all appearing here as they 
did in China.) The Chinese in the interim 
as they did here, aapplied the towns with 
great stocks . of vegetables, for the bulttva- 
tion of whidii ' they seemed to be specially 
well qualified. There coiild bo no doubt 
that considerable business could be done 
between the Austruliun colonies and Can- 
ada — much more than at present — in 
tiniber, salmon, manufactured articles 
of all kinds, agricultural inipkMiieuts 
and machinery. This, it was cur 
tain would be done when tlic C'ana. 
diau lino of sleamsliips was e.-itiib 
liuhed, since the Americans, who now con 
trol the service to this coast, had interests 
widely difVen'ol [o tlio.se of the Dominion. 
Most "f the dry go»ds used in Australia, 
came from England. Upon the whole, 
living was as chcup in Australia as any- 
where else in the world. Mutton could bo 
bought in the shops of Sydney at from two- 
pence half-penny to four-pi'ncc per pound, 
and beef from two-pence to three-pencii. In 
the colony of Victoria they hadsome manu- 
factories uf dry goods and light articles, 
their surplus of which they were accus- 
tomed lo dispose of cheaply in the other 
colonies. 

The port of Sydney was generally re 
earded ua the great mart— the great ware- 
house — of the Austnilian continent. The Aus- 
tralian coloniats were very English in their 

, cuatoms and their manners. They were cx 
tremely kind. and hospitable so soon aa the 

, temporary, reserve hud been broken through. 
It'Was thought that not only was the pre- 
sent an excellent oppoi tiinity for Canada to 
Htiotch out and secure reciprocal trade witl 
Auatrnlia, but the Hawniiuii Islandu, witl 
their varied products, including their great 
staple of sugar, ought to liu cuUivaled. 
Reterenco was made by Jlr. WiUsliire to 
tlie success which luul intended a number 
of people from Canada, wlio had gone to 
the Antipodes, among whom, he mentioned, 
the Messrs. Chaffee, nephews of Hon. A. N 
Kichards, who had inaugurated improved 
methods of f irming, with the very beat re 
suits. They had adopted the best methods 
of irrigation, which was the only thing 
necessary to the successful and profitable 
development of the millions of acres of 
Australasian soil. For .their enterprise iu 
this direction, the Canadian boys were en- 
titled to every credit. '
